his wife and 20-year-old son and 
Mr. and Mrs. Eniost K.iowlton. 
He says Knowlton Is the minis- 
ter of The Garden of Eden. 


"We're Christians and we be- 


lieve In My acceptance," said 
Ellis, who says he has a permit 
from the Christian Naturalist 
Society of the Universal Chris- 
tian Church. 


Ellis says his camp-church 


has about 16 members who 
gather each Sunday for servic- 
es. After church, he said, they 
picnic on the grounds and watch 
evangelist Oral Roberts on tele- 
vision. 


"We don't require nudity," he 


said. "You can wear clothes If 
you feel you need them. But we 
do require good morale ... no 
liquor and no profanity."

AMERICANS

The American public keeps 


right on rolling along. Every 
week some new inn or motel 
is being opened. There 
seems to be plenty of money 
around and the public gets 
more discriminating about 
inns. 


"The traveling public does 


not seem so rate-conscious 
today as it was. People seem 
much more alert to the qual-; 
ity of the service and de- 
mand to know what they will 
get for the money 
spent, 


rather than how much it will 
cost them," according to J. 
Frank Birdsall Jr., president 
of the far-flung Treadway 
Inns and Resorts, based in 
Rochester, N.Y. 


Room rentals were raised 


10 per cent this year. Food 
prices also have jumped. 


"But we've had little pro- 


test," Birdsall states. "A 
few grumbles, of course." 


Meat prices are up 25 per 


cent. Most do not r e a l i z e 
that, to make any profit, a 
restaurant must sell an item 
that cost them $3 for $9. 
That mark-up covers rent, 
salaries, equipment, break- 
age, i n s u r a n c e and other 
inescapable operational ex- 
penses. 


"This explains why food 


away from, home costs more 
than home meals. Yet every 
year more and more people 
eat out. It certainly looks as 
if a lot of them have more 
money to spend than they 
used to," he says, adding: 


"But the price squeeze is 


on us. We have to shorten 
our menus, cut out items 
that are not generally popu- 
lar and concentrate on what 
most p a t r o n s want. Our 
menus may be more limited, 
yes. But we think they are 
better and p l e a s e more 
people."

They want to cut 
down on calories and fried 
foods generally," explains 
Birdsall.

When relaxed 
and reclining, your limbs, if 
lifted up, will fall back like 
a wet rag. Tension is basic- 
ally nothing more than the 
contraction of one or more 
of your muscles. Relaxation, 
which is not be confused with 
recreation, is a complete let- 
ting go of all muscular con- 
tractions. 


The disorders 
stemming"'1 


from excessive tension in- 
clude peptic ulcer, mucous 
colitis, high blood pressure, 
coronary heart disease, in- 
somnia, anxiety states, ner- 
vous stomach and depres- 
sion. The ability to relax is 
the prime prerequisite to the 
avoidance of all of them but, 
for most victims of these dis- 
orders, the habit of tension 
is so firmly entrenched that 
it cannot be overcome with- 
out the expert guidance of a 
doctor trained in progressive 
relaxation.

problem of insomnia. There 
is no better way to relieve 
the tensions of the day than 
to lie down for a brief period 
of relaxation one or more 
times a day,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vio* 


lence on television encourages 
violence In real life, the Nation* 
al Commission on Violence said 
today, It accused the television 
Industry of "pandering to a pub* 
He preoccupation with violence 
that television Itself has helped 
to create," 


"It Is reasonable to Con* 


elude," the commission said, 
"that a constant diet of violent 
behavior on television has an 
adverse effect on human char- 
acter and attitudes, 


"Violence on television en* 


courages violent forms of be* 
havior and fosters moral and so* 
cial values about violence In 
dally life which are unaccepta* 
ble In a civilized society." 


The commission said the in- 


dustry's self-imposed standards 
are Inadequate and recommend- 
ed: 


— Abandonment of children's 


cartoons 
containing serious, 


noncomic violence. 


— Less time devoted to crime, 


western, and action-adventure 
programs containing violent epi- 
sodes. 


— A change In the basic con- 


text In which violence occurs In 
such programs so "resort to vio- 
lence is depicted as an unusual 
and undesirable outcome" In- 
stead of the norm. 


— More industry research into 


effects of violent TV programs 
— although meanwhile, "enough 
is known to make inexcusable 
any delay in taking action along 
the lines we have recommend- 
ed." 


The commission also recom- 


mended p r e s i d e n t i a l and 
congressional support and fi- 
nancing for a corporation for 
public broadcasting "so that it 
may develop the kind of educa- 
tional, cultural and dramatic 
programming not presently pro- 
vided insufficient measure by 
commercial broadcasting." 


The National Commission on 


the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence, headed by Dr. Milton 
S. Elsenhower, was formed by 
former President 
Lyndon B. 


Johnson in 1968 after the assas- 
sination of robert F. Kennedy. It 
is publishing a series of reports 
on various aspects of violence in 
American life. 


The 11-page report oh TV vio- 


lence focused primarily on its 
effects on the young, 


"Television is one of our sig- 


nificant national resources," it 
said, "but our greatest resource 
is our children. Children begin 
to absorb the lessons of televi- 
sion before they can read or 
write. In a fundamental way, 
television helps to create what 
children expect of themselves 
and of others, and of what con- 
stitutes the standards of civi- 
lized society. 


"Yet ... we daily permit our 


children during their formative 
years to enter a world of police 
interrogations, 
of 
gangsters 


beating enemies, of spies per- 
forming fatal brain surgery and 
of routine demonstrations of all 
kinds of killing and maiming."

Money for 
Birth Control 
Is Doubled 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, after hearing pleas for mas- 
sive programs to help combat 
the world population explosion, 
has voted to double U.S. expend- 
itures for birth control. 


This would boost the amount 


to encourage family planning in 
developing nations during the 
current fiscal year to $100 mil- 
lion, double the amount for fis- 
cal 1969. 


It was the same committee, in 


the 1968 foreign aid bill, which 
first wrote in specific authority 
to spend $35 million in the fami- 
ly planning field—although aid 
funds had backed such activities 
before that. 


Rep. Robert Taft Jr., R-Ohio. 


offered the amendment Tuesday 
to earmark the $100 million in 
the Nixon administration's pro- 
posed $2.6 billion foreign aid au- 
thorization bill, 
The amend- 


ment, which doesn't add funds 
to the bill, was approved 17-5. 


President Nixion earlier in the 


year sent Congress a special 
message on population and the 
administration pledged itself to 
carry on increased aid for vol* 
untary 
family 
planning pro- 


grams. But t.ie administration 
bill did not specify the amount 
of funds. 


A series of witnesses which 


urged the committee to set a 
specific amount included Wil- 
liam H. Draper Jr., national 
chairman of the Population Cri- 
sis Committee.

— the bond is money and the na- 
tural wellbelng of the citizenry. 


Sens. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., and Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., took similar 
stands 


Monday in opposing extension of 
the Capitol to provide added 
space for restaurants, offices 
and toilets. 


They also took aim at the 


SST, revived Monday by Presi- 
dent Nixon who urged spending 
$662 million over five years to 
develop it. 


Prtxmire said the SST would 


create sound pollution with a 
vengence. "Each SST would lay 
down a carpet of sonic booms 60 
to 70 miles wide. Fleets of SST's 
criss-crossing the country would 
create unprecedented pandemo- 
nium," 


Speaking of the Capitol, Ken- 


nedy said: "As a society we are 
so impatient, so confident of our 
technological skills, that we all 
too often pay scant heed to our

But a spokes- 
man for the National Earth- 
quake Information Center here 
said occurance of a serious 
tremor in Washington is "not 
probable." 


Both Kennedy and Proxmire 


assailed the cost of the proposed 
extension but zeroed in on an es- 
timate that restoration might 
range in price from $10 million 
to $50 million. 


Proxmire put it this way: 


"We've heard some pretty fan- 
tastic spreads on contracts for 
military weapons systems, but 
never one that is this wide 
open," 


He 
and Kennedy urged a 


professional survey of the feasi- 
bility of restoring the Capitol 
rather than extending it. 


Later, Proxmire again used 


the need to combat rampant inf- 
lation to argue against the SST, 


"In the places where really 


substantial 
savings could be 


made, such as in the military 
budget and the SST, its go for 
broke," he said, 


"Estimates of what the total 


might be for SST range all the 
way up to $2 billion," Proxmire 
said.

Budget Cut Is 
Reason for 
Resignation 


I LITTLE ROCK (AI>) _. fhe 
Legislatures decision to teduce 
Ihe budget of the state Revenue 
Department is the primary rea» 
son the director of the agen* 
cy's finance and purchasing di- 
vision as resigned. 


David L. Jones, 37, whose 


•resignation becomes effective 
[•when a successor is named, 
said Tuesday that his resigna. 
lion "without a doubt" is due to 


udget cuts by legislators, 


Jones quit Monday after the 


accounting system he had 


[instituted discovered an error 
Jin an expense account for a trip 
jhe made to New Orleans for 
[computer school. 


He made the trip by plane 


jbut his secretary assumed he 
{had gone by car and made out 
[his expense account crediting 
him with 450 miles by car each 
way. The error made the ac- 
count $81.90 too large, but Jones 
'signed it. 


'This was not the main fac- 


Itor in my decision to resign," 
he said. "It was one of the fac- 
tors because I felt that it would 
limit my effectiveness. After 
all, I'm in charge of policing 
other people's expense accounts 
and I goofed one of my own." 


Jones said, however, that he 


doesn't recall actually inspect- 
ing the account. 


"That doesn't matter, really 


- not how the mistake was 
made," he said. "What counts 
is that it was my responsibility 
to prevent such things as that." 


Te said the incident capped 


other frustrations which had al- 
ready led him to decide to re- 
sign. 


"I just decided not to wait 


any longer," he said. 


Jones presented the depart- 


ment's budget to the legislature. 
It asked for $4,950,095 this fis- 
cal year and .$5,119,450 in the 
next. Both totals were less than 
what the department spent dur- 
ing the last fiscal year. 


Jones said the department got 


$4,472,500 for this fiscal year 
and $4,643,000 for the next. The 
lack of funds has forced the 
closing of more than a dozen 
regional offices and, Jones said, 
"more cuts are going to be 
necessary." 


He said state Revenue Com- 


missioner Bob Scott would de- 
cide what areas would cut and 
how severely. Scott announced 
tue&lay' that 15 "auditors had 
been pulled out of field assign- 
ments due to insufficient ex- 
pense funds. 


"I wisli we could get each 


legislator to come out here and 
spend a day with us," Jones 
said. "Then they might have 
some understanding of the prob- 
lem. This isn't political talk. 
This is truth. They dont have 
to come out and talk to me or 
Bob Scott. Let them come talk 
o the employes— talk to L. A. 
Hendren who has been here 27 
years, talk to Ed McLees, the 
assistant 
commissioner, who 


has been here 20 - some - odd 
years." 


Jones said most of the public 


does not understand the magni- 
tude of the department's job. 


He also said that because of 


lack of funds "we take people 
and train them in date pro- 
cessing for our computer sec- 
tion, and once they get the hang 
of it they get jobs somewhere 
else, for better pay."

The attack along the west 


coast of the Gulf of Suez in 
Egypt was in response to "con- 
tinued Egyptian cease-fire vio- 
lations," the spokesman said. 
The same reason has been given 
for previous raids. 


The spokesman said Israeli 


jets pounded 
two 
guerilla 


camps in the area of Tafila in 
Jordan about 10 miles south of 
the Salt Sea and a third base 
near Shaubak about 20 miles 
further south. He claimed the 
bases were centers of guerrilla 
operations against Israeli settle- 
ments in the southern Negev 
Desert. 


The spokesman also reported 


two Israeli soldiers were killed 
Tuesday by 
Egyptian shells 


fired across the Suez Canal near 
the Firden Bridge. He said one 
of the victims was an 18-year- 
old private and the other a 41- 
year-old man.

James Morris of Norman, Okla., 
with whom he had served in 
the Special Forces, 


'We were thinking the same 


thing, so we got to work,'1 said 
McCullotjh, 38, who left the Spe* 
cial Forces In I9&5 but still IS 
& healthy 5'fooMi, 190 pounds, 


"We didn't want to sit idly 


by and watch perhaps the de* 
structlon of an organization that 
has contributed a lot more than 
many people will ever know/' 
said McCulloch at his 4,000' 
acre soybeans and cotton farm 
near this Southeast Arkansas 
delta town of 4,213. 


He declined to discuss In de« 


tail his own missions in counter* 
insurgency 
work in Thailand 


and South Vietnam In 1963*64, 
talking in general terms about 
the "civic action" of the Spe* 
cial Forces in Isolated tribal 
areas. 


McCulloch also declined to be 


specific in his discussion of f e» 
ports of any Army conspiracy 
to defame its 
Green Beret 


branch, but he said the com- 
mittee's aid to those facing 
charges would be applied to 
betting the best "civilian" legal 
counsel. 


The desire for civilian attor- 


neys Is "not necessarily" due 
to the possibility of military 
pressure against Army lawyers, 


M&eutfoeh said. 


"However, these attorneys 


are wearing Army ufflfdrfflg- 
Military uniforms, at least* 86 
It's felt that justice fiaft best 
be served by a civilian counsel
